de—but as foon as the mafter got himfelf fafe 
pn board, he forgot his promifes and refufed to 
ome nearer us—lI hailed, and called to him wita 
\l my might to have pity on the poor children, 
nd to fave at leaft thofe helplefs innocents, but 
prayers and entreaties were in vain—he indeed 
alled out to me individually to fwim off to the 
boat, that he would advance to meet—and take 
me up—and here, perlaps, felf-prefervation 
ould have fanétioned fuch a ftep, and [ mult in- | 
penuoully confefs that as every hope feemed | 
pone, the idea of my own fufecy operated very 
orcibly. The love of life is hrongly implanted 
nthe human breait—It was apparently certain | 
Jeath to ftay—to goat that moment offered the 
eans of preferving life—a minute’s paufe decid- 
the point. Could 1 withftand the fupplica- 
ions of my wretched companions? Could I re- 
ft the prayers and folicitations of the poor wo- 
men and children, addrefling me with {reaming = 
yesand uplifted hands? begging that 1 would 
ot leave them in their diftrefs—calling me tueir) 
friend, their comfortcer—that while | was with| 
them they ftill had a hepe, a confidence that heav- 
en would fend relief. In the anguith of my foul, 
in the momentary conflict between perional con- | 
i@ and prefling danger, the teare burit from my 
eyes, and relieved my full heart—I turned afide 
to hide my emotion ; and aflured them that I was | 
refolved not to leave them, but ‘hare their fares. 
A gleam of hope feemed to cheer my ipirits— 
fure it was the gracious in{piration of heaven that 
gave me new vigor, and endued me with reno- 
voted flrength—it was the powerful, the irrefift- 
ible impretlion of ducy—may | be allowed to fay | 
without an imputation of vanicy, it was the honor | 
and enthutiafm of a foldier bound to his affociates 
and to his tation. 

If the men had behaved with any degree of | 
difobedience or tumult, I thould have pone from | 
them without a pang; nor given my/eif the trou- | 
ble of advifing or comforting them: but where 
every action of mine was obferved ; every word 
and order implicitly obeyed; when my advice | 
was folicited, even to the lat awful, folemn mo- | 
ment of imminent peril, which reduces all ranks 
of mortals to one common level—Could I con- 
fitently with the feeliugs of a min. or the cha- 
raéter of an officer, abandon my fellow-foldiers 
in difrefs’ No: every virtuous confideration 
forbade it, and heeven crowned my refolution 
with fuccefs.

Many of the poor unhappy men who, on fee- 
ing the boat Jeaving us for the thore, had jumped 
inte the fea to try to overtake her by {wimming, 
perithed in the attempt, as the favage wretches 
in the boat would not itop to pick them up—thole 
who could not fwim, began to confule together | 
about making rafts, by lathing {pars, henceops, 
tables and other things together—but fuch en- | 
deavors were vain and of none eficét; as there | 
was a great {well of the fea, the lafhings foon gave 
way, and the individuals were fo exheufted as to 
be unable to regain the wreck, and to be drown- | 
ed in our fight. 


The maiter thus running off with the boat from 











the circumftance of his total inditference about | 
us, every eye reamed with tears, every heart 
was {wollen with grief, I tried to put on an air 
of feeming refolution and compoiure ; and though 
ftung to the heart by the cruelty of the wretch wio 
left us thus to the anguith of defpair, | fill ex 
prefled a hepe that L> would come off to us from 
the ihore wich boats to our relief. 

And now, as if we had aot fafered ev dif- 
after that adverie winds and angry waves could 
infliét, we were roufed by freth terrors: the hea- 
vens again darkened, the tempett howled, the 
billows rolled over us with the utmolt fury, and 
our helplefs bark was floating in fever! detached 
pieces—The people betook themfelves to the 
torecaftle and main-deck, which werg Jeparated 
from the body of the veffiel, and held to it only 
by the cordage, many exhaufted by fuch fuffer- 
ings, and too weak to fuftain the conflict, were 
wathed off and perithed: others more able to en- 
dure the extremes of cold and thirf, prepared to 
commit themfelves on detached fpars and planks 
in hopes of reaching fhore, though they had feen 
others perish in the like attempts. 

Oh! whata dilma] fight! fcores of fouls hang- 
ing by the ropes along fide, others in the fea on 
oars and pieces of wood; al! nearly diftra@ed by 
the increafing perils, and uttering the moft dii- 
mal lamentations, a melancholy {tpedtacle! fure 
never was there a more fhocking fight! pray hea- 
ven I may never witnefs the like again. tor my 
own part it feemed as if calamity was not yet a 
its height. Inthe beginning of the difafier we 
had been obliged to cutaway our mizen-maft, as 
alfo the tiller as clofe 2s hurry would allow; ‘for 
the violent motion of the rudder driving the tiller 
to and fro with irridfible fury, prevented us from 
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out attending to the danger from the remaining 
ftump of the tiller, I was walking aftto look ont 
how far the boat was got toward the fhore, when 
1 received fo dreadful a blow on my knee as fei- 
led me to the deck; from the violence of pain, 
I thought my knee and leg thatcered to picces, 
and chas all my expectation of efcape was over-— 





I gave myfelf up for loft and Jay for a minute or 
two ina kind of inanimate defpondency, and 
here I experienced fincere proofs of affectionate 
regard from many of my poor comrades: regard- 
leis of their own danger, they came towards me 
in the molt endearing flrain to enquire into my 
fituation, and to afk how they could aft me— 
after rubbing my knee for a little time, and the 
preflure of danger increafing my flrength, | got 
up, and foon found the pains of the body abforb- 
ed and loit by the freth terrors of the mind.

I proceed now to inform you more immediate- 
ly of the manner and means of our efcape—for- 
tunately the timbers and planks of the decks were 
torn from the body of the wreck, and floated in 
large compaét pieces—the main-deck floated in 
two divifions, the fore-deck kept alfo together— 
the quarter-deck gave way the lafl. In the mo- 
monent of arduous trial [ had taken poft on the 
after part of the quarter-deck, fome time before 
it gave way; and as that part of the veflel wae 


| turned graduall, over by the force of the feas, I 


had mounted on the fide and there waited my fate. 
watched the approach of every tremendous 
wave, and clung fait to the mizen-chains, till it 
patled over me—then raifed and thoolz myfelf; to 


| look around for the next—the wind was fill 


high, the fky gloomy and threatening—at lata 
prodigious heavy fea fei! on board, and tore ev- 
ery thing before it—flove in the ribs and timbers 
beneath, aud plunged we headlong into the deep. 
[ had fixed my eye on the rudder; but as foon as 
1 had rofe to the furface, I fawa Serjeant of ours 
had already got on it—he floated away---but, 
poor fellow, has never fince been heard of. [ 
then fcrambled on a part of the quarter-deck about 
five planks in width, but torn mm varions lengths; 
our number was foon increaled, to twenty-five -« 
among them two women and three children--« 
we were flowed as clofe as poflible; and in {pite 
of every endeavor during the fir three hours, we 
were wathed off every three minutes, had to 
ftruggie with the billows and broken timbers to 
get on again, as we had not even a rope to hold 
by, it being all a fmooth furface. 

We foon ioft fight of the other rafts, confitting 
of the main-decks, forecaflle and other pieces, 
which were all crouded, and diven to and fro, 
the {port of wind and waves. I will not attempt 
to detcribe the aflliGting groans and heart-rending 
cries of the helplefs females worn out by fatigue, 
bruifed and battered by falling timbers, and 
trembling with agony for their little ones---the 
icene was cteadful, the firustion moft horrible... 
it was too fevere a conflict for the poor women 
and chi'dren who were on the raft with me-.-they 
were foon overwhelmed, and ia defpite of the 
little aid we tried to give them, they in a few 
hours perifhed---many of the men weak and en- 
feebled, were wathed away and drowned---they 
were fcized fir? with a ftupor and drowfinefs, and 
died in convulfive fpafms. 1 myfelf by being 


| plunged fo often into the fea found my frength 


giving way;. and chilled with cold, had fearce 
power at one time to get or the raft, till our Sur- 
geon kindly, on my calling faintly to him, ftretch- 
ed out ats mand te afilt me.--aad what war mof 





aiftreffing, the next wave feparated us entirely, nor did I 
fee him after, ull we met at St. John’s, 

I was now fo debilitated that I almoft gave way to 
delpondency, and began to be {ndiffereat about what might 
befal us, as our fate feemed approaching fait, and 1 was 
expofed to be overwhelmed by every wave, having nothing 
to hold by, to refift the waves---when luckily 1 obferved 
the hole, made in the deck for the pipe of the flove to be 
conveyed through, I inftantly thrutt my arm down to 
the elbow in it, to keep me fleady; and this fituation, 
however painful, faved me from many dippings and gave 
me new ceuragé--in about fix hours our uumbers were 
reduced to ten---in proportion to our decreafe of numbers, 
the raft rofe higher to the furface ; the winds and fea be- 
gan to abate of their fury; and though deftitute of food, 
without even a drop of water to put to our lips we felt 
fomething like a ray of hope---as we feemet to float to- 
wards the fhore, we begav to cheer each other with the 
hope of reaching it, or of {eeiag boats coming off to us. 

The flauering idea of nearing the land egcouraged us to 
encounter the danger, and leffened the acute anguith of 
our fufferings, we pafied afew hours im this foothing 
hope: but alas! dark, dreary aight was approaching, and 
we began to obferve with filent horror that a tide of ebb 
was {weepifg us away from the wifhed for land, and car- 
ying us out to fea, Every circumftance was difpiriting, 
the profpe& moll alsiming---while we feemed to advance 
however little, towards the thore, we felt a hope of a 
termination to our mileries---but to encounter she horrors 
of a long night---ob | "twas dreadful !------a laft, I brake 
an awful filenge; * What,” faid I, ** my dear friends, is 
to be dune? certainly not to fit down and dic---by ex- 
ertion of our hitle firength the pieces of broken planks 
may be employed as paadies or oars, to ftruggle through 
the night agaia{t the force of the current, and prevent our 
being carried to fea.” This plan was inflangy embraced ; 
and we {et to paddling by aliernate {pells, Meering by the 
ftars which now and then faintly broke through the clouds, 
but a fong, tedious, dreadful night it proved, When day 
at length appeared, we faw the land, but at a greater dif- 
tance than before---however, we found the benefit of @ 
little warmth from the exercife of the paddle, and the flu- 
por aud drowlinefs which generally attends, and if in- 
@uiged, proves fatal in fuci fituations, was prevenied. 
1 felt myfelf often through the night inclined and yielding 
to what J imagined a fweei fumber ; but the faithful at- 
teation of ene of my comvades‘:efeued me from the dan- 
ger, by rouliog me to the duty of the paddie,

IN the year 177g, @ commilflion was seccived, from the 
Rig! Honorable and MoftWorfhipfal Patrick, Earl of Dam- 
fries, Grand Mafter of Mafons in Scotland, deted March g, 
1772, appointing the Right Worthipful Jostru Waxnen, 
Kfg.

Upon removing the turf, aod opeo- 
ing the grave, which was on the brow of @ hill, and adja- 
cent to a fimall clatter of iprigs, the remains were difcover-’ 
ed, in a mangled condition, but were eafily afcertained ;* 
und, being decently raifed, were conveyed to the State- 
Howf in Bolton : from whence, bg a large and refpe@able | 
avmber of Brethren, with the late Grand Officers, attend- 
ing in proceffion, they were carried ta the Stone Chapel, 
where an animated eulogium was delivered by Brother 
Perez Morton, The body w2s then depofited inthe filent 
vault, * without a feulptured ftone, to mark the fpot; but

ing teftimony of fucceeding ages has fixed its feals on 
them, and when they afford examples which come home 
to the bofom of every individual, we pay more repea to 
them, than we do to thofe fleeting objeéts, which daily 
prefent themfelves to ovr view in our own times.
